Courage In Municipal Management 


Reports of the municipal officials of 
Red ‘Deer, Alta., show that all deben- 
tures and treasury bills were prompt- 
ly paid om presentation in 1922 and 
all demands of public and separate 
schools, together with accounts owing 
by the city, met in full. No deben- 
tures were issued during the year and 
the debt has been reduced by $104,- 
745 since 1914. The floating indebted- 
ness to the bank and school boards 
was consolidated and an issue of 
treasury bills for $47,000, repayable 
in 10 years, made; the floating debt of 
the city was reduced by $11,027. 

Secretary-Treasurer A. T. Stephen- 
son says that, after ten years ‘“wan- 
dering in the wilderness following the 
so-called single tax  will-of-the-wisp 
and trying to collect taxes entirely 
from land, Red Deer is getting back to 
solid earth and is now taxing improve- 
ments where the taxes can be collec: 
ted.” The best collection of current 
taxes ever made was in 1922 and most 
of the arrears will be paid. A policy 
of economy is being followed and new 
capital expenses are not being under 
takem The effort to reduce expan: 
diture is indicated in the fact that 
the mayor is serving without salary. 
The hospital, which ran up large de- 
ficits for two years, has been re-or- 
ganized and is now paying its way. 

Red Deer has taken the bull by the 
horns—rather than iby the rear appen- 
dage, by which it is sometimes 
thrown. Tihe municipal problems are 
not being met passively but aggres- 
sively. The result has been an im- 
provement in financial position which 
will have a marked effect on the city’s 
financial standing and will prove a 
factor in restoring investment at 
home and abroad in the municipal 
securities of Western Canada.—Finan: 
cial Post, March 2nd, 1923. 


The city of Red Deer is getting 
commendable praise in eastern finan- 
cial papers ‘for getting down to cases, 
facing the serious financial situation, 
making a Nght about face, and im- 
proving conditions. What Red Deer 
has done, other Alberta cities might 
attempt in the same courageous man- 
ner.—Albertan, Maroh 9th, 1923.

A By-law of the Municipal District of 
Pine Lake, No. 339, to provide ways 
and means for the extermination of 
Gophers. 

The Council of the Munictfpal Dis- 
trict of Pine Lake, No. 339, under and 
by virtue of the authority granted to 
them by the Municipal Districts Act. 
enacts as follows: 

1. Every owner or occupant of 
land situate wholly or partially with- 
in the said Municipal District shall 
on or ‘before the 20th day of April, 
1923, place on his land and on the 
road allowance to the ‘south and 
west of his land the Gohper poison 
provided by the said Municipal Dfs- 
trict and take such other steps ‘to- 
wards the extermination of Gophers 
ag the said Council shall direct. 

2. On or after the said 20th day of 
April, 1928, if such owner or occupant 
hag not ‘taken such proper steps as 
hereinbefore set forth, it shall De 
lawful for any person or _ persons 
authorized by the Council of the 
Municipal District of Pine Lake, No. 
339, to enter upon any land situate 
efther wholly or partially within the 
said Municipal District and such 
persons may take such steps and da 
such acts as’ may be deemed neces- 
sary by the said Council to  exter- 
minate the Gophers on the said land. 

3. The amount expended on _ the 
work performed by the said Council 
in taking such steps tto exterminate 
the Gophers as aforesaid may be re- 
covered from the owner or occupant 
of such land situate elther wholly or 
partially within the said Municipa? 
District in the same way as Municipal 
taxes and rates may be recovered 
under the Municipal. Districts Act. 
Provided that the amount expended 
annually shall not exceed two and 
one-half cents per acna,

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All day snow had been falling, huge 
flakes clogged the damp air and 
shrouding trees and bushes in heavy 
whiteness, piled smoothly in the val- 
leys and rounded the roughness of 
ridge and stubble to gently curvipg 
waves and dimples.

(Experimental ‘Farms: Note.). >. 

Millions of bushels of Ailbertaygrain’ 
are annually shovelled into’ ‘snow 
banks. Exposure and discomfort. cut 
away the finish that~good’ feed, ‘is. 
being used to put on. It-is, probably. 
true that in the “Sunny! Provirice’’. 
‘cattle require less close\ housing ‘than 
in latitudes of winter rain, wet. snow, 
blizzards and raw chilling twinds; ‘but 


to deprive them of any shelter at all: 


except a bluff, a straw stack or the 
lee side of a stable, as not a few: set- 
tlers do with their store stock, and 
soMe even with fattening steers; is 
presuming too much upon the clemen- 
cy of the North Temperate Zone. A 
visit to the Edmonton or Calgary 
stock yards supplies: pathetic evidence 
of 'the result. ans eer, 

In the fall of 1920, ,the Dominion 
Experimental Sub-station at Beaver: 
Yodge, four hundred and twenty miles 
north of the forty-ninth parallel, erec- 
‘ted a stave silo, filling it- with sun- 
flowers, oats and barley in layers. 
Ten yearling steers and fifteen ‘grade 
Hereford calves were housed in a pole 
and straw shed wide ‘open to the 
south and wind-tight on three sides. 
On a mere store-cattle ration of silage 
and straw, with some inferior hay 
for the calves, supplemented by a 
‘pound of meal per head for the year- 
lings and two pounds for ‘the calves. 
the former registered, : during a hun- 
dred-day mid-winter period an aver- 
age gain of two-thirds of a pound a 
doy and the calves three-fifths. The 
‘yearlings were dehorned on the day 
of the first weighing and thereafter 
they all used the shed freely. The 
drinking water was tempered by a 
tank heater. Y 

‘Summered in a fenced pasture, the 
cattle gained rapidly until Septem- 
ber, but weights taken incline us to 
bolieve that they made little net. gain 
between that time and December, al- 
though they were faring better than 
the general run of cattle in the 
neighborhood, whose owners, deceiv- 
ed by complaisant Hopes and long 
coats of standing ‘hair, fondly imagin- 
ed their cattle were holding their 
own on ice water and marsh grass, 
with snow flakes for blankets and 
moon beams for shelter. ~ 

On December 9th, 1921, ten two- 
year-olds and fourteen yearlings 
were divided into four lots for a 
silage experiment, half of them  re-' 
ceiving silage supplemented by green- 
feed (oat sheaves) and the other half 
green-feed only. During the last 
three weeks a feed .of hay per .day 
was introduced all round. A very 
small meal ration of oat and bartey 
‘chop was féd after the first thirty- 
eight days. ° Averaged: over the 
whole feeding period it worked out 
to only three pounds per head for 
the older cattle and two and _  one- 
fifth pounds for the yearlings. Twice 
a day the cattle had access.to water 
usually tempered with a tank heater. 
Their shed. was not drafty, they were 
quietly handled and usually able to- 
lie down in comfort. 

After a twenty-eight mile trip _ to 
the nearest station and an eighty-five 
hour trip over a pioneer railroad, 
with but one unloading, these cattle 
‘cattle arrived in Hdmonton with 
enough finish to top the market 
handily, the yearHngs bringing $6.15 
and the two-year-olds $6.45 when the 
top price for anything else ‘was $6.00. 

Twelve of these yearlings and five 
of the two-year-olds, 
pretty nearly ‘an average of both 
ages, ‘were taken by the Swift 
Canadian Company, ‘Edmonton, to 
whom and to Mr. N. Curtiss, Dom- 
inion Markets representative, we are 
indebted for the dressing percentages 
which were as follows, calculated on 
a warm basis: 5 two-year-olds, 59.26%; 
3 yearling steers, 55.84%; 9 yearling 
heifers, 55.95%. ’

“Hail, hot winds and- storms, ‘are 
additional factors of uncertainty, 
which. while making comparatively 
smaller percentages of toil. in the 
country las ta whole, cannot be ftgnor- 
ed.

CANADIAN BACON 
INCREASING IN FAVOR 


We have tthe assurance__.of—the 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture of the 
Dominion, Dr. J. H. Grisdale, that 
during his recent visit to Great 
Britain he found commission men, 
dealers, prominent citizens and con- 
sumers generally, actuated by a 
wonderfully warm feeling towards 
Canada, ‘her people, and her products. 
On top of this comes ta message di- 
rect from London that leading im- 
porters of Danish bacon have notified 
the consignees that the Danish bacon 
reaching Britain at the present time 
is 1nuch too fat, while 'the Canadian 
bacon that reaches London is of good 
quality. . The message adds that 
Canadian ‘press representatives over- 
seas have been informed that Den- 
mark is in danger of losing her favor- 
able position in the trade unless 
change for ‘the better is effected. For- 
merly there was a wide margin -‘be- 
tween ‘pricees paid for Danish and 
Canadian bacon, but recent advices 
received by the Ifve stock branch at 
Ottawa indicate that there has been

NEW HEADS FOR OLD 


REMARKABLE EXPERIMENTS 
ON ANIMALS 


| eee 


At the scientific meeting of the 
Zoological Society dast. night, Mr. E. 
G. Boulenger, who recently’ returned 
from a visit to Vienna, where he in- 
spected the Biological Experimental 
Institute, gave an account of some of 
the startling experiments which are 
being conducted there. Perhaps the 
most extraordinary, he said, are 
those in which heads of Hving insects 
are cut off and successfully trans- 
planted on to, the ‘bodies of other 
insects. Mr. -Boulenger stated that 
he had seen several aquaria in which 
were living Hydrophilus beetles with 
the heads of Dytiscus beetles, and 
vice versa. ‘He had also been shown 
aquaria with these tbeetles. moving 
about on the surface of: the water 
without heads at all. Such beetles, 
he was informed, moved about for 
three or four days, whilst those pro- 
vided with. new heads lived for’ over 
two months. The beetles without 
heads differed from those «with the 
transplanted heads in -that when 
touched they moved by treading 
water—an obvious reflex action, in- 
stead of swimming actively about and 
diving under water as did those with 
the new heads. These results have 
been obtained iby Mr. Walter Finkler, 
a young student. The heads on 
being cut off are cemented on to the 
bodies with the exuding fluid. _ No 
suture is required. It appears that 
the insects so operated on are con- 
trolled by their new ‘heads, and not 
by their bodies. A Dytiscus beetle 
with the head of a Hydrophilus beetle 
loses the. characteristic yellow mark- 
ings on the fore-part of the body 
Female beetles provided with male 
heads develop male instincts, and 
court normal females. Males with 
new female heads: cease courting, and 
become passive. Similar experiments 
have been conducted on boatman 
beetles, of which there are two well- 
known species, Notonecta glauca, 
which is uniform brown in color, and 
Notonecta marmorata, which is brown 
with thick reticulations. When tthe 
head of the latter is ‘transplanted on 
to the head of the former it assumes 
with an few weeks the same marbled 
pattern. The fact was mentioned 
that a’Swiss worker had recently ex- 
perimented on ants. He placed the 
heads of working ants on the bodies 
of queen ants, with ‘the resuult that 
the queens. became workets, Extra- 
ordinary experiments of which an ac: 
count was given last night were those 
in which the living eye of an animal 
was grafted on to apother blinded ani- 
mal of the sampapectes. Within 
a few days thé blinded animals en- 
tirely recovered their lost eyesight. 
Th’. animals successfully operated on 
were rats, fish and toads. An experi- 
ment which has attracted much atten- 
ticn in biological circles, and of which 
details were given by Mr. Boulenger, 
‘e that conducted at the institute by 
Dr. Paul Kammerer, on the action of 
environment on the ‘habits and strue- 
ture of the midwife toad. Most frogs 
and toads breed in the water, and the 
male, as the breeding season ap- 
proaches, develops horny rugosities 
on the ifingers. The midwife toad is 
an exception, foritdoes not go to the 
water at the breeding season, the eggs 
being laid on Jand, and the male does 
not develop horny patches on. the 
fingers. Dr. Kammerer took away 
the eggs as soon as they were laid 
and placed them in water. He suc: 
ceeded in rearing the young, which, 
when adult, of their own accord went 
to the water to breed in, and the mai- 
es developed ‘horny patches on their 
fingers. He ‘claims that this experl- 
ment proves that acquired characters 
are inherited.

Is this fair or reas- 
oneble?—and this from ‘our own pre- 
mier. ~Can you blame the people for 
pulling out and leaving years of hard 
work behind them? Do you think 
that if my mortgage were only a little 
larger I would not do the same? 
But I cannot, I have got to stick, and 
there are many more in the same 
boat. Brother and sister farmers— 
What are we going to do about it? 
Aré wegoing to allow the aggressize 
labor element to ‘strangle the ‘life 
blood opt of our industry and drive 
all capital from the province and put 
us back where we were at the bezgin- 
j ning of the present century. .If-we 
are willing to be deprived of twenty- 
two years of hard and laborious effort 
under primitive conditions Jet us eit 
tight and say nothing, and by the way 
things are shaping themselves. it will 
come, and we wilt probably have to 
colonize some other new country as 
we did this one—if, indeed, one. can 
be found—but I have faith, abundant 
| faith, in one man in, the government 
yet. The Premier, if he is reported 
correctly, did. use the words quoted 
above, but I attribute this ‘slip to hard 


work and worry and this recent illness.. 


‘We think we work hard on the farm; 
I do not think we go through anything 
like the ‘hard work the Premier does. 
It is probable he never worked so 
hard on the farm. Let us support 
him truly and consistently by, pointing 
out to him this insidious danger that 
is creeping stealthily upon his govern- 
ment, the danger of—not organized la- 
bor, no, because we are all in favor 
of organization in te olen of this 
ruthless, strangulating element in or- 
ganized labor—the element going 
about in white collar, starched Shirt 
and a cigarette in its mouth fastening 
irksome annoying trivialities on us, 
and inciting the actual laborer to re- 
volt; ‘strangulating all effort and all 
incentiveinthis province, compelling 
insurance companies and others with 
money to loan to lock,up their money 
in Victory Bonds, rather than take a 
chance on ‘loaning on lands or on 
industrial enterprises. 

This, Mr. Hditor, is the way the 
Matter presents itself to me after 
much simple living and the bringing 
to bear on the matter the best 
thought of which I am capable. You 
may not agree, others may not, but to 
my mind there must come a change 
and that shortly, and with this hope 
I will sign myself, :

Ottawa.—The Canadian National 
Parks‘ Branch of the Department of 
the Interior is commencing the con- 
struction of a hydro-electric ‘gener- 
ating station in‘Cascade creex in 
Banff National.

Alberta.. The'dam at the outlet of 
Lake Minnewanka™ constructed in 
1912 to provide storage facilities, 
will be utilized and will enstre a 
steady flow of water for power pur- 
poses without further impairing the 
scenic attractions of the locality. 
Electric power for Banff is at pres- 
ent obtained from the steam plant 
‘of the Bankhead Mines. The work

Winnipeg.—Seven. thousand cars 
of grain have been loaded ‘between 
September, 1, 1922, and Feb. 1, 1923, 
for the western coast by the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway. This repre- 
sents 10,234,600 bushels: of:grain for 
export from Vancouver. : The. ship- 
ments comprised 6,175 cars of wheat, 
162 oats, 16 barley and 50.rye. Ex- 
ports from the western coast were 

\-destined .as_ follows: ‘The -Orient, 
896,880 bushels, and the United 
Kingdom 987,905 ‘bushels. As at 
January 31, there were 900,000 
bushels of Canadian Pacific grain 
in the elevator at‘Vancouver and 500; 
sears in transit carrying 735,000 
bushels of wheat. The present move- 
ment west is averaging 25 cars a. 
day. 


Fort William.—The contract for 
the construction of a building to re- 
place number five freight shed, was 
awarded by Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way officials to the C:~'>r-Hall- 
Aldinger Company, of Winnipeg. It 
provides for two fire walls which 
will divide the new structure into 
three compartments. 

The new~dock along the new. shed 
will be of concrete. It is the present 
intention to use the end of the shed 
nearest the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way subway for the handling of 
local freight'instead of the end near- 
est the city subway dock as was the 

wjth the old shed... It has been 
decided that the new arrangement 
will be more satisfactory to com- 
pany officials and to concerns hav- 
ing business with them. 

Discussing the new shed to-day, 
D. C. Chisholm, division superinten- 
dent, said that the new structure 
would be of frame construction very 
much like the shed it will replace, 
aside from the fire wal® and the 
concrete wharf. 


Winnipeg.—Under the auspices of 

the railways, the provincial govern- 
ment and livestock associations of 
the province, two livestock improve- 
ment trains, similar to those which 
toured the province last year, will 
again be operated in Manitoba dur- 
ing the coming summer. 
- The 1928 trains are to be known 
as “the Livestock Improvement 
Trains.” They will give attention to 
the following departments: The 
benefit of improved quality in cat- 
fle: demonstration and sale of pure- 
bred sires, both beef and dairy 
breeds; the production of fodder. 
crops; the dehorning of cattle and 
other work in connection with the 
cattle industry; the breeding, feed- 
ing and marketing of bacon hogs; 
the demonstration of desirable mut- 
ton types and docking and castra- 
‘tion of lambs; demonstrations and 
Icctures on poultry raising, with the 
selling of eggs for hatching pur- 
poses; home economic lectures and 
demonstrations for women and lec- 
tures and educajjon motion pictures 
for girls and boys. - ’

from Monday, April 30, onward for 
four weeks.

The later history of Western: Can-

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THE NEED FOR A PUBLIC HALL 


Red Deer needs a public hall. There 
is no building in the city wholly suit- 
able for concerts, dances, society 
gatherings, theatrical performances, 
political meetings and other asscni- 
‘bries. We have various buildings 
that are from time to time used 4s 
such, but none meet all the require- 
ments. The Armouries has a_ nice 
dancing floor and ample. space, but 
it is difficult to heat in cold weather, 
lacking in seating accemmodation and 
tad for singing in, even if ft hal a 
stage. The Rex Thea're is suitable 
for nothing but movi-2 pictures an? 
concerts. Its stage is so Umited in 
size that anything more than’ very 
simple plays cannot be put on there, 
and of course it makes no provision 
for dances or fraternal gatherings. 
The Knights of Pythias Hall is quite 
good for small gatherings, but its 
accommodation is limited, especially 
in regard to kitchen facilities. Some 
of our church buildings are used oc- 
;casionally for concerts and other 
gatherings, but, many people do not 
took with favor on the use of these 
buildings for other than religious pur- 
(poses. 

‘Wie need somativing like an enlarg- 
ed and improved edition of the Parish 
#all made available for gatherings af 
all kinds, centrally situated and 
equipped for all purposes. 

Tf the finanical position of the city 
was ibetter than it is, such a building, 
owned and managed iby the city in 
the general public interest, would 
seem the natural solution of the 
question, but the city cannot be 
expected at present to embark on any 
such enterprise if it involves expen- 
diture from the public taxes. 

We have a large number of soci- 
eties of different kinds existing in the 
city now. Is it not possible for 
‘these societies to combine to try to 
raise by all possible means_ the 
necessary funds to construct sich a 
buflding as is needed? Possibly the 
city might be able to help by giving 
a measure of relief, temporary if not 
permanent, from taxation under cer- 
tain conditions. The ownership of 
the (building might be vested in the 
city and the city commissioners ask- 
ed to appoint a manager forit. At 
the present time we doubt if capital is 
available for the floatation of a com- 
pany in the ordinary way, and we 
further think that more general sup- 
‘port would be given if allt realized 
that the scheme was intended as a 
public improvement and not a private 
speculation. 

Perhaps there are at present in- 
superable difficulties in the way of 
this scheme, but we suggest that citi- 
zens might give it their consideration 
mvith a view to possible action. 
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THE GOVERNMENT AND 
THE MILITIA 


The debate of last week at Ottawa 
on the militia estimates for the cur- 
rent year’ revealed a general spirit 
of indifference to military matters 
and of hostility to expenditure on 
anything in the nature of military 
preparations. 

It is easy to understand this feel- 
ing. it is only four years since the 
war ended, and in that war Canada 
made a great effort and gave freely 
both in money and men to the com- 
ymon cause of the Empire and its al- 


lies. They were years of endurance, 


‘| anxiety and sorrow for the majority 


of Canadians. With the ending of 
the war, and the winning of the vic- 
tory, came an inevitable relaxation of 
strain and realization of weariness. 
There came also very soon a feeling 
of disappointment and _ disillusion- 
ment because the winning of the vic- 
tory seemed to have brought neither 
peace nor security to the world, at 
least to the world of Europe, which 
remains full of bitterness, misery and 
the prospect of renewed war and ut- 
ter ruin. Further, it was realized 
when the excitement of the war was 
over that it had to be paid for and 
that the price meant high taxation 
and general depression in business. 

The natural result is a general 
feeling of disgust at the very thought 
of more war, and reluctance to spend 
any of the all too scanty national 
revenue on preparations for it. “We 
have nothing to fear. Why should 
we waste our money on ornamental 
soldiering?” is in eff-ct the general 
contention. 

It is a natural attitude, an attitude 
familiar to any student of history— 
an attitude utterly unwise and mis- 
taken. 

The war has not changed human 
nature by a particle. Rather it hag 
revealed it as retaining all its old 
inherent savagery and selfishness. If 
-ve can in truth safely neglect all 
military preparations, it is not  be- 
cause mankind has definitely turned 
from his old ways to thoughts of self- 
forgetfulness and peace. If Canada 
at the present moment can indeed 
afford to ignore all military prepara- 
tions, it is simply and solely be- 
cause of the British navy in the first 
place, to which ‘Canada makes virtu- 
ally no contribution whatever, and, 
secondly, because of the power of 
the united British Empire, of which 
Canada is a large part in geographical 
size, but extremely small in numbers. 
It is high time that we Canadians 
gave up talking rubish about the 
proof of our wondrous peacefulness 
and good sense as evidenced by our 
defenceless frontier with the United 
States, and realized that that frontier 
now is and always has been heavily 
defended ‘by the British navy off the 
Atlantic Coast of America and by 
practically nothing else. 

What fs to be said ‘about our Pacific 
Coast? What fs it that keeps out the 
flood of Orientals who are all too 
ready to come in by such narrow 
avenues as are at present open to 
them? Again it is the naval -and 
military power of the Empire, second- 
ed in this case perhaps by that of 
the United States, which to some im- 
perfect extent realizes the danger 
and only effective way of averting it. 
It it was not for these forces, iiow 
do our vociferous anti-militarists 
think they could keep out the Japan- 
ese, that proud and warlike race, 
which now is rightly reckoned one of 
the five Great Powers of the world? 
Presumably these worthies of ours 
would align themselves in serried 
ranks on the British Columbia coast, 
armed with copies of the ‘Toronto 
Glote and the Morning Albertan, and 
gracefully wave the invaders back. 

Is it well that we should owe our 
freedom and security to others only? 
A freedom that is the gift of others 
and not the guarded treasure of our 
own defending, is no freedom, put 
only its base ccunterfeit. Wi-hin 
our country we have, to our sorrow, 
men who are not ashamed that in 
the late war they sponged on the 
Empire and her glorious dead for 
that freedom and safety which they 
would not retain for a day if it were 
not for the sailors and soldiers, whom 
they now dare to refer to with sneer- 
ing ind{fference. 

Canada’s part In the late war 
needs no boastful praise from Cana- 
dians. Its character receives full 
and honourable acknowledgment from 
witnesses outside of Canada. If we 
did our duty then, it {s equally incum- 
bent on us to doit now. Heavy naval 
or military expenditure is not needed 
even if it were possible. What is 
needed is an honest facing of 
facts of the world and intelligent in} 
struction of the people, old and 
young, in those facts by the leaders 
of the nation. There is an ignorant 
and mischievous section of the com- 
munity who, by a misleading use of 
that blessed word “militarism,” would 
fain establish it as a principle of our 
country that it is the . {nalifenable 
privilege of every freeborn Canadian 
citizen to decline to lift a finger in 
defence of his native land. It is a 
duty of the Government, in ‘concert 
with the other authorities of the Um: 


the

| asmuch as po essential principles can 


pire; to ascertain. what part { 
general scheme, of, imperial ‘defence; 


having 80, ascertained it, to take the 
necessary measures to give’ effect to 
it. It is wholly unworthy’ of- Canada 
to.share:in the unquestioned benefits 
of the Empire and yet by. any “verbal 
subterfuge ‘to avold sharing in’ the 
Empire's burdens. 


“THE CHIROPRACTORS’ BILL, - 


A remarkable occurrence: took 
place in the Provincial Legislature 
last week. This was the- passing of 
‘the second reading of the Chiro- 
practors’ Bill by a majority of 29 to 
17, ‘the majority consisting mainly 


of private members of the Farmers’ 
party, while the minority included 
the Premier and five other members of 
the Cabinet. We rather doubt if any 
precedent exists in ‘Canada for such 
an occurrence not followed by the 
resignation of the government. ‘ In 
this case there does not appear to be 
any question of resignation, and in- 


be said to %e clearly in issue, perhaps 
no fault can be found with the Gov- 
ernmetn on fhat account. 


The Bill itself, however, is not be- 
yond the reach of grave question. It 
proposes to give formal Jegal author- 
ity to practice in Alberta to all chiro- 
practors who have been practising 
since lst March, 1922, apparently re- 
gardless of their educational and 
scientific qualifications. dt is prob- 
able that most of these persons de- 
rived such qualifications as _ they 
possess from American institutions. 
America at ipresent is the home of 
every kind of spurious educational in- 
stitutions, which grant superficially 
impressive degrees and diplomas on 

imsy qualifications for the payment 
of substantial fees. There is ground 
for fearing that the trail of the charla- 
tan lies heavy on the realm of the 
chiropractors, and that the present 
bill, if it becomes law, will lower the 
general standard of the healing pro- 
fession in the province. Nothing 
could be more thoroughly harmful 
than that the learned and .scientific 
professions among us should be in- 
vaded by pseudo-experts and profes- 
sors of that little leafning which is 
such a dangerous thing. Tt is dis- 
quieting that the members of the 
Cabinet, who are certainly the most 
capable and best educated section of 
the Farmers’ party, should be so solid- 
ly opposed to the Bill. Their attitude 
in opposing the majority of their own 
party is creditable to their political 
honesty and deserves public recog: 
nition. If this is a case of amateur 
politicians letting loose on the pub- 
lic amateur doctors, the sooner the 
public realize their own danger, the 
better for them. 
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NEW HEADS FOR OLD 


We publish in this issue an. ex- 
tract from the “Daily Telegraph” of 
London, giving an account of some re- 
markable experiments recently con- 
ducted in Vienna. The successful 
trensference of heads or even of 
eyes from one living creature to an- 
other opens up a wista of startling 
possibilities for the ‘human race. If 
this is possible in the case of rats, it 
may well become possible in the case 
of human beings. What is to happen 
then? (Suppose a plain girl envies 
another girl ‘ther beautiful face.

a garb that Jane’s head will not recog: 
nize it in the street. (Moreover what 
complaint can Jane’s ‘head make? 
Can it say, “Susie has stolen my hody 
and is guilty of theft?” Surely Susie 
can reply that no person can right- 
fully claim possession of more than 
one body, now that slavery is abolish- 
er. Besides, who is Susie? May not 
Susie’s head reply to the charge that 
if any attempt is made to imprison 
her, that would inflict an unjust 
punishment on Jane’s body, which 
cannot possibly be accused of crime? 
It certainly is not murder because 
two people, Susie and Jane, originally 
existed, and two people still exist, 
and it is absurd to say that someone 
has been murdered if her head is at 
that very moment indulging in bitter 
complaints about being murdered.

Dear Sir,— 

faving been away for some days, 
The Advocate of March 2nd has just 
come to hand in which it shows the 
city commissioners to have gone out 
of their way to knock me as to my 
methods in securing “special .legis- 
lation,” as it is put, for myself. The 
commissioners apparently fail to see 
where they have put the cart before 
the horse in that I was asking for 
fair legislation in place of ° special 
legislation which the city has been 
enjoying. 

As for my methods, for those who 
might be interested, I took the mat- 
ter up with Mr. Smith and others 
during the 1922 session of the legis- 
lature. Thic was while the 19122 
amendments to the School Assess- 
ment Act were before the house, in 
which I ‘had absolutely nothing tio 
do in the introducing of same, as sug: 
gested by the Advocate some time 
ago. On this occasion Mr. Smith 
failed to appreciate my position. Dur- 
ing the year I wrote the Department 
of Education for a ruling as to how 
the amendments affected Red Deer. 
After receiving, assessment notice, I 
appealed to Court. of: Revision for 
exemption. Through a technicality 
in the amendments they insisted on 
their interpretation. .To bring it to 
a showdown, I appealed to the Judge. 
who found in favour of the city. I 
talked the matter over on two occas- 
ions with Mr. Smith. I also wrote 
Mr. Smith and two other private 
members, as ‘well as the Attorney- 
General’s department, from whom I 
had received reply to letter sent to 
Department of Education. At the M. 
D. of Pine Lake annual meeting I ex- 
plained the situation. They passed a 
resolution, introduced by Mr. Ever- 
sole, asking Mr. (Smith, who was 
present, to do what he could in the 
matter. This is the extent of my 
actions in the case. 

It ‘has not cost me one cent other 
than a few/postage stamps, and it 
gives me considerable satisfaction to 
know that in some places a person 
can get a fair deal with a just claim. 
th- pleasure an element 
of fairness in the City Council, which 
was in this case lacking by the 
commissioners; and I might also add 
it was none of the commissioners’ 
business what methods I used. 
Whether it was behind their backs, as 
it was put, or im front of their stom- 
achs, never crossed my mind. I have 
all due respect for those in public 
office, but when théy use their posi- 
tion to hand out abuse, respect is 
apt to give place to contempt. I 
also notice the champion of the com- 
missioners’ obstruction in the legis- 
lature as per usual living up to his 
rep.

separator should be washed after each 
milking. Cream should be cooled in a 
clean place free from odors. Cool cream 
in cold water to 50 degrees or colder 
as soon as you can after separating. To 
get good results use a thermometer. 
Stir cream once or twice while cooling. ,| 
After cooled, put in can and put lid on 
tight and keep at a temperature of 50 
degrees or colder.

Purchases made by the Dominion 
Government for this purpose include 
100 bushels of N: Taitenger's prize 
Marquis Wheat from Claresholm, 100 
bushels of Meldrum’s Marquis Wheat 
from Raymond, /75“bushels of Conkle 
and Blade’s Bafner Oats from Round 
‘Hill and 75 bushels of J. W. Bigland’s '

Growth of Education. in Province 


A feature of’ the report of the Al- 
berta Department of Education for the 
year 1922 is the substantial evidence 
it contains of the increased desire 
among pupils for higher education. 
John T. Ross, Deputy Minister of 
Education, in his summary of condi- 
tions, emphasises this feature, and 
points out that while the number of 
pupils in grade 8 at June 20, 1921, 
was 7,625, the number a year later 
was 9,787, an increase of 2,164. Fur-

It was an epic of courage on the 
“part of the sturdy Nova Scotians and 
of the coolhess and heroism of Brit- 
ish seamanship in which Chief Of- 
ficer E. W. McMurray, and Captain 
_ Kearley of the lost schooner : played 
the leadiag roles, 

Totally helpless in.a terrific storm, 
the “Clintonia’’ bound” for Halifax 
from Fortune Bay, Newfoundland, 
was in a sinking condition when it 
was sighted by the “Empress.” Cap- 
tain James Gillies, the liner’s com- 
mander, was compelled to abandon 
the lifeboat in which the schooner’s 
crew was rescued because of the 
heavy seas. 7 

“For three days and nights we had 
manned the pumps, Captain Kearley 
said,-<‘we had given up hope and 
were completely exhausted when we 
sighted the steamer. We hoisted the 
distress signal, but even after we

The record of attendance discloses 
the fact that 5,637 pupils attended 
school less than 20 days and 10,343 
attended less than two months: A 
total-of 41 schools were in operation 
less than two months.

COAL AREA URGED 


Senator Pope Draws Attention to Im- 
sportance of ‘Hoppe jDeposite

Ottawa, (March 8.—In the senate 
yesterday Senator Pope drew atten- 
tion: to the importance of the Hoppe 
pyr deposits in Alberta. An analysis 

of tthe coal in ‘this district, made. by 
tthe department of mines, showed, he 
llaimed, that it was of alost equai 
value to Pennsylvania“ commercial 
anthracite. 

At present, Oanada was at- the 
‘mercy ‘of the United States for her 
coal supply, and the time might not 
be far distant when that country 
‘would consume the total production. 
Therefore, ‘the~ development of 
Canada’s ‘own coal deposits became 
increasingly important. The Hoppe 
‘deposits were situated 160 miles from 
‘the National railway, and a branch 
7iline built through them would not 
only provide for the development of 
the coal deposits, but would give a 
Pacific outlet to ithe Peace River 
country.

Senator Pope declared that the 
Peace River country was threatened 
~with .disaster. People were leaving 
the. country by the hundreds, and no 
Ole ‘was going in, he charged. The 
construction of a railway might stop 
this .process of depopulation, making 
the settlers more-satisfied with con- 
ditions as they found them.

Pmigrants. are ‘leaving Glasgow 
alone. at a rate of more than 800 
weekly, which is grefter than the 
number from all other English ports 
combined last -year. The annual 
quota for Great Britain now’ is 75,342. 
To show the increase in. emigration 
since January 1, last, it is only neces- 
sary to. state that only 846 persons- 
sailed the first week in January, 
whereas in the last week of February 
the departures numbered 1,973. <Ac- 
cording to emigration statistics, more’
